One of the few bodies of students 
who come from eliiewhere than the 
rrovince of Quebec, which has not got 
a club or society or association is that 
lom posed of men from the Urltish 
West Indies, Creoles to be preclHC. 
Wliile several of the best and in medl- 
liiic especially, the most brilliant stua- 
ents whom McGIIl has had have come 
from the West Indies, they have never 
had the bulk or the opportunity to 
organize into a body which might act 
as a medium to promote a fellow feel- 
ing amongst these (at first) strangers 
in a strange land. 

Such an opportunity, however, has 
now knocked and in a mo*t pleasant 
Kuisc. In .Montreal theie exists a 
Irague named the Canadian-West In- 
dlan League. "To Promote Trade Be- 
Iwreii the West Indies and Canada." Its 
hradfiuarters are in the Corlstlne 
niilUiing. and it has such prominent 
supportiMs as Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nrssy. K.C.V.O., Sir Montagu .\llan. 
and T. U. .Macaulay; the last named 
being President. Many other well- 
known business men are in this Lea- 
gue. 

Yesterday at midday, a number of 
West Indian students from McOiU 
were Invited by this league to an in- 
formal luncheon down town. Some 
twelve oi fifteen men were able to 
attend and together Hcverai members 
of the business world sat down to a 
VI I y pleasant nical. The President, T. 
U. .Macaulay sat at one end and Wm. 
T. Uobson sat at the other end of the 
table. 

Towards the end Air. Macaulay rose, 
and In a brief but striking speech re- 
ferred to the general aim of the Lea- 
gue and the object of tl»e luncheon. It 
showed, he said, how the British Em- 
pire was knit and still bound together, 
when men from the distant West In- 
dies could collect a.s then. He then 
handed the management of the lun- 
iheon to Mr. Uob.son, who began by 
asking each of the students to get up 
and give a short speech to Inlrodiue 
themselves. 

'I'his scheme worked most success- 
fully'i the men doing their unforesoon 
task very creditably. After this Mr. 
Robson himself said a few words. He 
heartily endorsed the President's sen- 
timents and he called on some of the 
other friends present to speak. Vari- 
ous ideas were expressed, most of the 
speaker's concurring in Mr. Mac- 
aulay's suggestion that such a lun- 
cheon become at least an annual af- 
; fair. Messrs. Hebert, .Morgan, A. L. 
I Uenneit, and others, spoke also. 
I After "liod Save the King" was sung 
the luncheon broke up. 

Too high praise cannot be given to 
the men who brought about the in- 
ception of such a meeting. Kor long 
the West Indians at McOill have had 
no means of getting to know each otb-' 
er, as such, and tbis will come as a 
fine institution.

In opening Mr. Woodsworth gave a 
hort review of his former lecture. The 
year before the war there were 384,000 
immigrants, of which 134,000 were 

non-English speaking, among which 
could be nuiiibercd, Scandanaviaus, 
Germans, Kieiic-li. Uussians, Austriaus, 
•Slavs. Hebrews, Iialians, Orientais, as 
well as people from the Balkan States 
and the Levantine races. The prob- 
lem was what the ml.xture of these 
races would he, Ihi-ir social and re- 
ligious characitrisllcs. In the last lec- 
ture he viewed these mixture of races 
from a Canadian standpoint, in this 
lecture he wislu d lo look at them from 
their own standpoint as far as a Can- 
adian could. 

Mr. Woodsworth now wished to 
show what resources the Inwnigrants 
were brinKiiiK wiili llirm and how tuey 
were being used. When the iiiiiiilBrant. 
first comes he hu.^ Utile money, hut 
he soon çarns some and must spend it. 
The in^migrant Is not admitted to our 
homes or our business houses, su na- 
turally the first places he visits are 
the hotels, the,iow class ones, because 
they are cheap, and the pool rooms. In 
the city of AViunipeg in one district 
there were sixty licensed hotels, six- 
teen theatres (this was before the 
moving picture iraeos were in vogue) 
and merely iiliieti en places of worshii», 
two parks ami ihrie ^.l luiols. lie said 
lliat It was easily .Men by these stiill.s- 
ties what a small cliam (> the foreigner 
had for Improving luin.self. 

Mr. Woodswoi lli now went on to say 
that the liiireaii of Industry in Wiii- 
nipeg had a chart .showing one liim- 
drcd and fifty difficulties with which 
the immigrant met. lie would speak 
of three. The first was the employ- 
ment shark. Second, was the real 
estate shark. The third was the nui- 
chine men. Men were known to go 
out to the land and Hgenls for farm 
maeiilnery would inveigle them into 
buying farm machinery whlih they 
did not need. An investigation was 
made and it was found that on these 
poor farms there averaged one binder 
lo cverj' twenty-five acr. s. There was 
now a law that a man inu.st consult 
his wife before buying farm machin- 
ery. 

The next point was the caielessness 
with regard to prevention of acci- 
dents. The burden of thi.s fell upon 
the imraigi-ant, it was something ap- 
palUng the number of accidents tliat 
happened during railway construction 
work. The widow of a skilled laftorer 
could receive conipen.satlon If she lived 
in the British Emiiire, hut not if she- 
lived outside. .Mr. Woodsworth did 
not think that this was British fair 
play. 

He now discussed the infant moi*- 
tality question. It was a fact that in- 
fant mortality in .Montreal was higher 
on an average than any other (oiintry. 
He did not, however, eomriare Ihe iii- 
fant mortality of .Montieal with other 
foreign cities. In the foreign wards 
of .Montreal, as well as other cities 
the infant mortality was found to be 
highest. He attributed this fact to 
(II bad housing, f2i the difficulty of 
securing good food, CJ) ignorance. He 
figured that this w.is to say the least 
a fliianeiul loss for it cost fifty dollars 
to bury a eliild atid iiieiely five dollars 
to rure It. We gave bonuses to bring 
immigrants from lOuroiie and merely 
kill their children. i 
He now mentioned the iininigrani re- 
sourcea. The immigrant had little or 
no money, but a siiong body. lie' 
argued that we don't use them ennugii 
and stated the following figures as a 
proof. First, out of two hundred and 
fifly-fire cases of men who were 
paupers in Canada, it was found that 
one hundred and seventy-nine were 
land owners in the old country. Forty- 
three were aRi iciill lirai laborers, and 
eighteen tenant farmers. Now, none 
of these were on the land. The immi- 
grant came to this cotintiy in the hope 
tbat he could get a farm and cstab- 
Uah a home for himself. He wan 
booked to the city. Finding work 
there he stayed with the idea of earn- 
ing florae money before going to the 
country. But, as soon as he got the 
money. 5iharks were on his heels ready 
to do him out of it. If he lost his 
money be lost bis chance of going to

Interviewed by a Daily reporter yes- 
terday morning, the Principal said: 

"Those who have at heart the inter- 
est of the student body and McGill re- 
ali/e that thejf duty i.s tint fulfilled by 
the mere iirovision of a leaching staff. 

" .Some clen u or twelve years ago, 
when the L'uion was contemplated and 
the question of residences was alao up 
for consideration, I used my influence 
for the erection of the Union. I was 
of the opinion that a cliil) for all the 
student.s was more desirable than a 
residence for, say, fifty or sixty. 

" In 19U4 this question was again 
presented to the Board of Governors, 
which appointed a committee to look 
into the matter. Their report was to 
'the effect that mwwv live or si.\ huii- 
(lii(l stuiletits winild avail themselves 
of the pioiiii.-nl huiisiiLg privileges. It 
was at lliis time the new Science 
Iluildiug was spoUeii (»f. 'Iln; Hoard 
[decided the Science Building be erecl- 
od, but that the question of residences 
I be kept in view. 

" The acquisition of the property on 
Pine avenue has provided a site for 
I these proposed building. The plans of 
the architect call for an exiionditure of 
I $400.000, of whldi sum,..ll50,000 is al- 
I ready donated. In view of this fact 
I work on Ihe buildings will in all prob- 
ability be commenced In the spring, as 
these residences arc capable of being 
coiistru(!ted ou the unit system. 

" There is no doubt that if accom- 
iiioilatloii for the sludenls was provid- 
ed in eld.se pi(i,\iniity to the university 
at least ninety iier cent, of those at- 
tending .McSIII would avail tluni^elves 
of such PI i\ ilcKc-i. A.'^ il is at pre.-^eiit 
only somi' iio i>er cent, of the whole 
undergraduate body is lesident in 
buildings owned by the college, and the 
community as well as the universiiv 
owes a duty to. those who come from 
outside pointe. Residences have long 
been recognized elsewhere as the in- 
dispensable method of loading students 
to a higher and better collegiate life, 
and in Ihe opinion of all eompoteni 
Judge.-, .tlcGljl has been too long with- 
out t'lirm."

He now mentioned theii- eiiltiire re- 
soiir<eK. We think of the immigranls 
aF men tit only for bard work, but 
many < onie fiom nalirjus which have a 
high' r literature than our own. In 
Winnipeg college in the last three 
years the Rhodes scholars were for- 
eigners. In a Saskatchewan imiversl- 
ty one of the college leaders was s 
Donkhobor. Tbeir musle and artiatie 
ability was also to be reckoned with. 
We ourselves, have little talent in tbis 
line. These southern pcopl? were 
bringing their music and art over 
ith them. We ran't afford to despise 
lese men. Paderewskt was a Btis-

slan. ICaeh of these nations bad their 
own characteristic music and they 
were bringing it into our country, lit 
the pu1)lic schools it was found that 
many of the foreign children excelled 
in the art classes. 

In closing Mr. Woodsworth said that 
be thought the immigrants were su- 
perior to tjicir children. For their 
children were becoming Canadianized 
and, unfortunately, Canadians of the 
very worst type. They were losing 
their national cbaracterlRlics and sub- 
slifiiting the worst type of Canadian 
characteristics for them. He thought 
tbat it was wr)ii|i our «bile to give 
Ihrni of our bcKt. not our worst, as we 
were now doing, and to take from them 
their best. 

Mr. Woodsworth now invited ques- 
tions ami a short discussion arose. It 
was soggeated tbat these foreigners 
wore often swindled by their own 
comrtrymen. Dr. Woodsworth admit- 
ted this, but claimed that was partly 
our own fault because we have picked 
out rasral foreigners and given them 
responsible positions over their conn 
trymeoi

Training for Journalism 



Those who opposed the establishment of a training school for 
journalism in Canada last year on the ground that the curriculum 
in such a school was "practically the good old .\i-t.s course under 
a new name," with the exception of a knowledge of shorthand and 
proof-reading, etc., will perhaps be enlightened by the details of 
such a course which is about to be established at the University of 
Iowa. 

Talks on the development and place of the newspaper, news- 
paper organization, the nature of news, sources and methods of 
getting news, the writing of newspaper "stories," special articles 
and criticism, interpretation of news, the writing of editorials and 
adaptation of rules to the w ork of various types of newspapers will 
be included in the class-room work. 

In addition, the students will be organized into a newspaper 
staff, sent oui on assignments to get "stories." and instructed how- 
to write them. The best of their re.sults will he printed in the 
Daily lowan. the newspaper operated by studcnti^. 

of which instruction can, of course, be secured in a Cana* 

-dian Faculty of Arts. 

However, if the Universities of Canada will not move in the 
matter, there seems a likelihood that something will be done 
throupli another source. The Canadian Press As.sociation. the 
governing Ijody of newspaperdom in Canada, has ali'eady discussed 

-the question and has appointed a committee to investigate the 
.situation and report upon the advisability of the e.stablishment of 
such a school.

But most striking of all were (be 
physical wclUbeing and good spirits 
of the whole party. Thçj- were all 
nourished. They laughed and joked 
with us and among themselves. It was 
evident that they bad been treated 
with care, and, as convalescents, were 
being sent hontc a.i idiysieally fit as 
they tuuld be made. I say with cer- 
tainty that it won Id take wecka of 
good nourishment and iiropcr care lo 
bring tbe Russians whom I had seen 
lo the same condition of well-being as 
Uie Germans were in. 

I do not know what, if anything, can 
be done about it, or bow the facts can 
bo spread abroad so the people of the 
world may understand. For my part 
I know that. If the (iermans had hlth- 
erln. ihroiighout this conflict, borne 
tbeinselvps. as far as the world knew, 
\Mlli nioderalion and decency, the 
lights I saw at Tornea aloir would 
(onvincc me that llmy arc wagliiK a 
war as only a brutal and hulf-clvilized 
people can wage it. Only the German 
authorities will ever know how many 
thousands of the enemy wounded In 
their bands have died from treatment 
which produced the human wreckage 
which I saw.

They spread considerable dirt 
around the vicinity. They also used 
some shrapnel, some of it quite close 
to use, but it did not worry us much. 
Shrapnel does not make as much dis-
